L In responding to applicant's amendment filed 1 1/20/2006, claims 1, 3, 12, 14, 16, 26, 27 
have been amended, claims 13, 22-25 have been canceled. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance - Apphcant's response 
filed on 1 1/20/2006 has been considered, with respect to claims 1,3, 14, 16 the references of the 
record fail to teach or suggest a wavelength locker comprising: 
Claim 1: 

Where a filter layer supported by the coUimating lens comprises a first filter, where a first 
and second photosensitive areas supported by the filter layer, wherein the first signal is detected 
and received through the first filter and the second signal does not pass through the first filter 
received a second photosensitive area. 

Claim 3: 

Where a first photosensitive ai'ea that receives a first filter light through the first filter, 
and the second photosensitive area detects a second signal without pass through the first filter, 
wherein the first and second photosensitive areas are airanged concentrically such that the 
second photosensitive area at least paitially sun'ounds the first area. 
Claim 14: 
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Where a first and second photosensitive areas located adjacent to each other with an 
optical filter to modify light to the first photosensitive area, with means receiving and redirecting 
light onto the first, and second photosensitive area detects a second signal without pass through 
the first filter. 

Claim 16: 

Where the collimating lens, filter layer, first and second photosensitive areas supported 
by a common substrate, where a filter layer includes a first filter receives collimating light from a 
first lens where the first lens receives collimating light from a reflective element that received 
light from the backfacet of the laser diode, where in a detector supported by the reflective 
element including a first and second photosensitive areas, where the first photosensitive area 
receives light through the first filter, while the second area receives second signal that does not 
pass through the first filter.
